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Some cutbacks in the Chaffey 
Union high school district, which 
includes Upland high, would have 
to be made if the tax override 
issue fails on April 15, Allan 
G, Smith, superintendent of the 
district told Chamber of Com- 
merce members at a noon meet- 
ing last week, 

Smith presented a series of 
slides explaining the needs of 
the district and the distribution 
of the tax dollar. He also told 
the group why the override tax 
is necessary at this time and 
what will happen if it fails, 

The budget cuts in the field 
of education by the state and the 
increasing day to day cost of 
operating the schools with a ris- 
ing enrollment are major Causes 
of why the override is needed, 
he said, 

Last year the state dropped 
its contribution to school dis- 
tricts from SOQ to 35%, this 
coupled with a less than 3& in 
Federal funds, means the budget 
is short, Local taxpayers ac- 
count for the largest contribu- 
tion to the school district budget 
with 66% 


The school tax in the district 
now stands at $1.70 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation, the override 
asks for it to be raised to $2.50 
which means on a $20,000 home 
at the old rate it cost the tax- 
payer $85 per year and under 
the new rate $125 per year, Smith 
said, 

Since traditionally schools are 
supported by local taxpayers, 
then it is to them a district turns 
in time of need, 


| 
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“We thought a long time about 
having an override and did a lot 
of research and planning before 
we decided to ask for funds, Our 
board has always had the reputa- 
tion of being “‘cautious’’ with tax- 
payers’ money and we will con- 
tinue to be so,’” Smith said, 

He pointed Out that the ma- 
jority of the budget goes for 
teacher salaries. and that the 
district has lagged behind in 
being competitive on salaries 
for many years, If you want good 
teachers, you have to pay for 
them, he added. 


This time the board is asking 
for an unlimited time for the 
$2.50 tax rate, The reason is that 
the tax structure in the state is 
in a flux and no one knows what 
the future will bring. He again 


stressed that the board would 
exercise ‘‘caution’’ with the 
money, 


If the tax override is not ap- 
proved, then in July of 1970, 
the $1.70 tax rate will drop back 
to 75 cents and drastic cutbacks 
will have to be made, The teach- 
er loads will have to be increased, 
supplies reduced, and replace- 
ment and maintenance of equip- 
ment curtailed, Plans for a 
second high school in Upland 
will be postponed and the gen- 
eral education picture will re- 
flect many more items curtailed, 
which make the difference be- 
tween an average and a good edu- 
cation, Smith commented, 

“We do not wish to add to the 
taxpayers burden, but with the 
state letting us down, something 
has to be done,’’ he concluded,

LOS ANGELES - They 
are the forgotten Ameri- 


At @ time when there 
ig great social concern 
for long-neglected mi - 
norities, many of the na- 
tion's six to cight mil- 
lion American Indians 
languish on reservations, 
where for the most part 
they lead a deprived, 19th- 
cemtury existence sur- 
rounded by the abundance 
of Space Age America, 

So observes Dr, Ro- 
bert B, Kaplan, Univer- 
aity of Southern Cali- 
fornia associate profes- 
sor of Linguistica and an 
authority on teaching of 
Engliah to speakers of 
other languages, 

Kaplan notes that a 
massive language barrier 
and ineffective education 
are not the least of the 
American Indian's prob- 
lema, 

Accordingly, the USC 
educator will conduct a 
Summer Inetitute in Ad- 
vanced Study in English 
as a Second Language for 
Teachers of American In- 
dians, Funded by a fed- 
eral grant under the new 
Education Professions 
Development Act, the tea~- 
chers’ inatitute will be in 
session at USC between 
June 16 and August |, 

Considering the enor- 
mity of the language and 
education problems of the 
American Indian, Kaplan 
terma the inatitute “a 
modest effort,” but one 
that will incorporate the 
elements with which tea- 
chers of American In- 
diana must be conversant 
if they are to be suc- 
cessful, 

“The inatitute ta de- 
figned to give the tea~ 
chera ¢@ h Linguistics 
to enable them to teach 
English as a second lan- 
~ and to sensitize 
m to the cultural prob- 


lems and conflicts they 
pal encounter,” Kaplan 
sa 

To that end, the USC 
inatitute 
courses in 
guistics, the oral stuc~ 
ture of English, method- 


ology, instructional tech-¢ «ian was 


nology and cultural an- 
thropology. 

Kaplan offered these 
observations to illustrate 
the proportions af edu- 
cational problems af 
American Indian Chil - 
dren: 

. There are not enough 
teachers, particularly, 
not enough qualified tea- 
chera, 

. The Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, which operates 
federal schools for more 
than 50,000 Indian young- 


stera, typically suffers 
from “budgetary pover- 
ty.” Until recently, the 


BIA has had no facili- 
tes to train teachers, 
and now is able only to 
indoctrinate them brief- 
ly, because of low-level 
funding. There are few 
native Indians who speak 
the various Indian lan- 
uages teach in the 
JIA schools, although the 
BIA attempts to recruit 
native ~ speaking teacher 
assistants, 

« The tsolation of the 
Indian schools makes 
teaching jobs inthem less 
attractive than other op- 
portunities to qualified 
teachers, 

. Facilities are inade- 
quate, 

«+ It is not merely a 
matter of a communica- 
tion-language gap, There 
are many sociological 
problema involved and 
they conatitute a major 
culture gap which educa- 
tion and educators must 
surmount if the Indian 
child is to receive ade- 
quate training:

be told to use them, 

Q - For whom are con- 
tacts particularly suit- 
able? 

A - They are a boon to 
persons who need towear 
glasses to correct visual 
defects but whose occu- 
pation makes them reluc- 
tant to wear the conven- 
tional spectacles -- per- 
sons in the entertainment 
world, athletes, persons 
working out-of-doors in 
rainy climates, Teen- 
agers who, for reasons of 
vanity, resist wearing 
spectacles are good can- 
didates for contacts and 
those with myopia re- 
quiring a very heavy lens, 


This too applies to those 
who have had cataract 
surgery. 


Q - How does a person 
know whether or not he 
can wear contacts? 

A - He can get relia- 
ble advice from an oph- 
thalmologist -- a physi- 
Clan who specializes in 
disorders of the eye -- 
who can determine whe- 
ther contact lenses are 
appropriate and can pre- 
scribe exactly the type of 
lens needed by the indi- 
vidual patient, 

Q - Is it uncomfortable 
to wear contacts? 

A - No, There may be 
some slight discomfort 
during the initial period, 
while you are getting used 
to them, Once you have 
made the adjustment, you 
are not usually aware of 
the lenses after insertion, 
The only time you are 
likely to feel discomfort 
is when a bit of foreign 
matter gets into your eye 
and lodges between the 
lens and your cornea, 
When the lens is removed 
and the eye cleaned, the 
discomfort disappears, 

Q - Is it safe to wear 
contact lenses? 

A - Yes, Itis VERY un- 


common for contact 
lenses, properly ovre- 
scriped, tO cause any 


damage to the eye, They 
are made of plastic and 
accordingly do not break, 
There are a few safe- 
guards that should be ob- 
served, For example, if 
your lens should become 
dislodged while you are 
driving, you would be in 
trouble; persons who doa 
lot of driving are advised 
to carry a spare set of 
lenses, If you have an ill- 
ness which might cause 
you to lose consciousness 
(diabetes, epilepsy, etc.), 
you should wear a medical 
information bracelet, 
which along with other vi- 
tal information, reports 
the fact that you are wear- 
ing contact lenses, If an 
emergency should occur, 
person providing 
medical care would then 
remove the lenses, 
Q - Should contact len- 
ses be worn all the time? 
A - No, They may com- 
fortably and safely be 
worn for 10-14 hours a 
day, although at the outset 
you will be told to wear 
them for only short peri- 
ods of time, gradually 
building up to the maxi- 
mum, ‘They should not 
be worn while you 
are swimming, since 
they can be eaSly washed 
away. There is some risk, 
too,. that they will be dis- 
lodged during extremely 
active sports, Most im- 
portant, they should NOT 
be worn during sleep, The 
natural blink reflex keeps 
fluid circulating under the 
lens; this is necessary to 
the health of the eye. 
This process cannot oc- 
cur if the patient sleeps 
with his contact lenses in 


ce, 

Q - What is the secret 
of the successful use of 
contacts? 

A - Most persons who 
try to wear contacts and 
fail have their most try- 
ing times during the early 
weeks,
